Renewed  efforts  are  being  made 
to  invite  student  body  officers 
and  campus  newspaper  editors  of 
Western  Athletic  Conferency 
schools  to  visit  BYU,  announced 
Ken  Murdock,  executive 
vice-president  and  aide  to  Ken 
Kartchner. 

Murdock  noted  that  invitations 
have  always  been  made,  but  that 
efforts  have  been  doubled  since 
the  trouble  at  the  BYU-Colorado 
State  basketball  game. 

“This  is  not  an  attempt  to 
‘snow’  anyone,”  he  said,  “but 
rather  a sincere  attempt  to  try  to 
solve  the  problems  or  ease  them 
anyway.” 

A conference  was  first 
scheduled  by  Murdock  and  his 
assistant,  Sherm  Gardner,  for  the 
WAC-student  leaders.  This  idea 
has  been  shelved  for  the  moment 
for  fear  that  some  invited  students 
might  use  the  meeting  as  a 
platform  for  their  own  ideas. 

Those  students  from  other 
schools  who  do  visit  BYU  will 


receive  a packet  of  information 
about  the  school  and  meet  with 
various  BYU  administrators.  While 
here,  they  will  stay  with  students. 

“This  program  proved  to  be  a 
success  with  the  Utah  student 
body  president’s  meeting,” 
Murdock  explained.  “It  brought 
favorable  results  because  of  the 
student  contact  involved.” 

Along  with  simply  acquainting 
others  with  the  university  and  the 
student  body,  the  executive 
vice-president  said  that  the  visitors 
would  be  asked  to  sign  a 
resolution  to  be  presented  to  the 
WAC  Presidents’  Council  Meeting 
in  June. 

Murdock  noted  that  the 
proposal  was  to  show  disapproval 
of  “the  use  of  athletic  contests  for 
demonstrations,  whether  violent 
or  non-violent  which  would  bring 
danger  to  players  and  spectators 
and  deprive  them  of  their  rights  of 
viewing  or  participating  in  the 
contest.”

He  also  earned  his  master’s  degree 
at  USU  and  served  six  years  on 
the  North  Box  Elder  Stake  High 
Council  during  his  stay  in  Logan. 

Early  in  1961  Elder  Packer  was 
appointed  to  the  Administrative 
Council  of  the  Church  Unified 
School  System  and  six  months 
later  he  was  called  as  an  Assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

The  following  year  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Church  Board  of 
Education.

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Marriage  Curriculum 

Women’s  Week  is  over.  Sentiments  supporting  the  woman’s  role  in 
the  Church,  family  and  society  were  rampant.  All  this  was  occurring 
against  the  lasting  background  of  BYU’s  role  in  society.  It  is  time  to 
re-examine  the  general  education  requirements  of  this  university  in  light 
of  its  explicit  and  implicit  aims. 

If  marriage  really  is  a principle  factor  for  the  continued  existence  of 
BYU,  as  some  faculty  members  profess,  especially  as  bishops  from  the 
pulpit;  then  the  curriculum  should  reflect  this  fact.  Marriage  classes 
should  be  required  for  graduation. 

Admitted,  this  would  cause  some  concern  to  students  having 
problems  filling  the  already  ample  general  education  requirements,  but 
there  is  a way  that  this  could  be  added  without  difficulty  to  the  present 
scheme. 

CDFR  261 : The  LDS  Family  is  a class  that  could  achieve  the  needed 
emphasis  on  marriage  and  at  the  same  time  count  towards  the  1 6 hours 
of  required  religion  credit.  The  course  description  reads:  “Place  of  the 
family  in  LDS  doctrine  and  philosophy,  together  with  application  of 
basic  religious  principles  to  marriage  and  family  relationships.  A 
comparison  of  LDS  and  non-LDS  families  in  time  and  space.”  The 
religious  stress  of  the  course  should  cause  no  problems  in  having  it 
count  towards  religion  requirements. 

A possible  objection  that  this  course  doesn’t  deal  specifically  enough 
with  religion  to  count  could  be  overcome  by  the  fact  that  this  class  has 
as  much  to  do  with  religion  as,  for  instance,  Religion  365:  Applying 
Gospel  Principles  in  Scouting,  which  does  fill  the  religion  requirement. 

The  ramifications  of  this  change  could  bring  about  some  very  basic 
alterations  in  university  life.  The  bookstore  could  install  diamond -ring 
vending  machines  at  strategic  locations  around  campus,  such  as  the 
observation  deck  of  the  Wilkinson  Center  or  even  go  off-campus  to 
Rock  Canyon.  Regular  bus  service  to  Salt  Lake  City  from  the  Smith 
Family  Living  Center  parking  lot  could  be  instituted  on  an  hourly  basis. 
Parnanny  would  have  to  be  drastically  expanded.  Transfer  students 
would  have  to  include  a copy  of  their  marriage  certificate  in  their 
application  for  admission.  Heritage  Halls  would  be  emptied  and  could 
be  converted  into  married  students’  housing. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  MRS  and  PHT  degrees  would  be  officially 
recognized.

Middle-Aged  Manifesto 

This  is  the  era  of  the  manifesto,  the  ultimatum,  the  protest,  the 
demand  for  reparation.  Young  blacks  want  us  to  expiate  slavery ; young 
Indians  want  us  to  atone  for  the  Manhattan  Island  swindle;  young 
whites  want  us  to  pay  for  all  other  sins— our  own  and  our  fathers’— not 
included  in  the  foregoing  categories. 

Since  it  is  the  fashion  now  to  collect  for  ills  and  hardships  suffered  in 
the  past,  perhaps  those  Americans  who  came  to  maturity  during  the 
great  depression  and  now  range  in  age  from  48  to  58— the  people  who 
are  usually  on  the  receiving  end  of  today’s  protests-should  announce 
their  own  manifesto. 

Dumped  inauspiciously  in  between  the  Lost  Generation  and  the  Beat 
Generation,  they  were  the  generation  of  the  hungry  and  forgotten.  And 
the  frustrated— for  besides  not  having  enough  to  eat,  they  did  not  have 
enough  money  to  buy  airplane  and  bus  tickets  to  go  to  distant  places  to 
protest  their  condition. 

Their  right  to  disrupt  college  campuses  was  impaired  by  the  necessity 
of  spending  their  spare  time  working  in  order  to  pay  for  tuition,  books, 
and  dormitory  space.  After  four  years  of  college,  if  indeed  they 
managed  to  make  it  all  the  way  through,  few  could  afford  the  luxury  of 
attending  graduate  school;  their  right  to  postpone  reality  was  harshly 
crushed  by  the  exigencies  of  making  a living.  They  marched  the 
streets-hunting  for  work.  And  no  telling  what  would  have  happended 
to  millions  of  them  if  the  war  hadn’t  come  along  and  plucked  them 
from  the  streets  and  put  them  into  military  training  camps. 

After  the  war  they  finally  got  their  big  break.  They  found  jobs  and 
became  the  middle  class,  whose  principal  privileges  are  those  of  paying 
the  bulk  of  the  nation’s  taxes  and  buying  the  jet  airplane  tickets  for 
sons  and  daughters  who  travel  to  distant  places  to  protest. 

It  is  time,  we  think,  for  the  forgotten  generation,  25  million  strong, 
to  point  to  the  difficulties  of  their  past  and  to  confront  American 
society  with  a demand  for  reparations.  The  payment  would  have  to  be 
but  a token,  of  course,  for  there  isn’t  enough  gold  in  Fort  Knox  to  pay 
for  all  those  missed  meals. 

But  a little  sum  of,  say,  500  million  dollars-about  what  James 
Forman  originally  asked  churches  and  synagogs  to  pay  in  atonement  for 
racism-would  be  a suitable  symbolic  sentiment.  It  would  provide  each 
member  of  the  forgotten  generation  at  least  enough  to  make  a down 
payment  on  new  dentures,  eyeglasses,  or  hearing  aids-which  they  can 
ill  afford  to  buy  after  paying  today’s  high  tuition  for  the  angry  young 
collegian.

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Gum  Chewing  Called  A Blight  On  Sochi

The  ubiquitous  practice  of 
chewing  gum  is  a blight  on  society 
and  should  be  treated  as  such. 

Blight  is  recognized  as  disease 
which  manifests  itself  in  many 
forms.  It  is  usually  an  eyesore  and 
can  be  an  extreme  irritant  to 
those  who  enjoy  beauty  in  life.

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The  U.S.  Committee  for 
UNICEF  has  issued  a nationwide 
appeal  for  public  contributions  to 
help  support  a massive 
rehabilitation  program  in  postwar 
Nigeria. 

Noting  that  the  Nigerian 
Government  has  expressed  its 
appreciation  of  UNICEF’s  “good 
and  altruistic  humanitarian  work” 
over  the  past  two  years  of  the 
tragic  civil  war,  Mrs.  Guido 
Pantaleoni  Jr  , President  of  the 
U.S.  Committee,  said,  “We  are 
heartened  by  the  coninuing 
concern  expressed  by  the 
American  people  over  the  plight 
of  Nigerian  mothers  and  children 
who  have  survived  a period  of 
great  suffering  and  hardship.  Now 
we  must  do  our  part  in  helping  to 
raise  the  millions  of  dollars 
needed  to  maintain  and  expand 
UNICEF’s  aid  program  in  Eastern 
Nigeria  during  the  critical  months 
ahead.” 

After  a personal  inspection  trip 
to  Nigeria,  Mr.  H.R.  Labouisse, 
UNICEF’s  executive  director, 
confirmed  earlier  reports  that 
severe  malutrition  and  the  danger 
of  major  epidemics  constitute  a 
continuing  threat  to  the  existence 
of  millions  of  children  in  the 
former  civil  war  zone.  Despite  the 
amnesty  and  the  best  efforts  of 
the  Nigerian  Government  and  Red 
Cross  to  bring  in  food  and  medical 
s.-pplies,  many  thousands  of 
refugees  have  fled  beyond  reach 
of  relief  sources. 


Through  last  December,  the 
United  Nations  Children’s  Fund 
had  shipped  well  over  100  million 
pounds  of  food,  drugs,  medicines 
and  other  supplies  to  Nigerian  war 
victims. 

During  the  latter  stages  of  the 
war,  it  sharply  increased  the  flow 
of  medical  supplies  and  foodstuffs 
to  hospitals,  sick  bays  and  refugee 
feeding  centers.  As  a result, 
UNICEF’s  Nigerian  emergency 
relief  funds  have  been  virtually 
exhausted. 

Since  the  collapse  of  the 
rebellion,  the  Governments  of  the 
United  States,  Canada,  France, 
Norway  and  Ireland,  have 
announced  special  contributions 
totalling  $2,404,000  to  the 
Children’s  Fund. 

“Much  more  will  be  needed  to 
close  the  aid  gap  resulting  from 
the  departure  of  many  relief 
dispensing  agencies  from  the 
former  area  of  Biafra,”  said  Mrs. 
Pantaleoni.  “We  are  asking  our 
millions  of  UNICEF  volunteers 
and  supporters  in  this  country  to 
respond  again  with  the  same 
generosity  they  showed  to  our 
first  call  for  emergency  aid  in 
1968.” 

Lome  Greene,  star  of  the 
popular  “Bonanza”  network 
program,  is  the  UNICEF 
spokesman  in  TV  and  radio  spot 
appeals  which  the  Committee  is 
distributing  to  all  networks  and 
several  thousand  local  stations.

Last  Friday  night  he  won  the 
high  jump  in  the  L.A.  TIMES 
Invitational  with  a leap  of  7-1, 
only  one-quarter  inch  shy  of  last 
week’s  mark. 

Altti  Alarotu  finished  second  in 
the  pole  vault  with  a 16’6”  effort. 
His  major  obstacle  to  a WAC 
Indoor  title  will  be  UTEP’s  Paul 
Heglar. 

Ralph  Mann  took  second  in  the 
500-yard  dash  in  the  Los  Angeles 
meet  but  was  disqualified  after  a 
contest  of  flying  elbows  with 
former  Olympian  Ron  Whitney. 
According  to  some  observers,  the 
disqualification  could  have  gone 
either  way  as  both  men  had  an 
equal  right  to  the  position  they 
were  fighting  for. 

Tom  Bonin  and  Pertti  Pousi 
didn’t  place  in  the  meet  but 
turned  in  respectable 
performances.  Pousi  took  one 
jump  in  his  specialty-the  triple 
jump-and  sailed  to  a mark  of 
49-10.  Bonin  ran  the  60-yard  high 
hurdles  in  7.3  seconds. 

On  the  home  front,  the  Cougars 
had  a “tune-up”  meet  with  partial 


teams  from  Idaho  State  and  the 
University  of  Utah. 

The  Cougars’  number  three  high 
jumper  Dan  Mendenhall  is 
working  on  the  “Fosbury  flop” 
and  jumped  6-4  with  it  before 
injuring  his  ankle  and  changing  to 
the  traditional  Western  roll.  He 
cleared  6-8  and  barely  missed  at 
6-10  after  the  change-over. 

Other  highlights  of  the  meet 
include  Tom  Bonin’s  14.2 
performance  in  the  120-yard  high 
hurdles,  Stan  Bergeson’s  4:17 
mile,  and  a :48.2  quarter  by  Gary 
Tipton. 

Footballers  Chris  Farasopoulos 
and  Golden  Richards  fared  well  as 
Farasopoulos  took  second  in  the 
100-yard  dash  with  a 9.9  and 
Richards  captured  the  top  spot  in 
the  long  jump  with  a mark  of 
23’5”,  a respectable  mark  after  a 
seven  month  lay-off. 

This  weekend  the  Cougars  will 


turn  their  attention  to  the  WAC 
Indoor  Track  and  Field 
championships  in  the  Salt  Palace. 
The  team  is  co-favored  with  UTEP 
to  capture  the  team  title.
